seem to be especially impressed by 
the tremendous interest which most of 
the European countries are taking in 
aviation as contrasted with the lack of 
interest in this country. 
Thus a New 
York engineer who has just returned 
from a tour of England, France and 
Germany says: 
“Wherever I went in Europe I found 
aircraft operating. The public gener­ 
ally is interested in flying, but there 
still are many people who hesitate to 
leave the ground. I was well received 
in Germany and aircraft manufactur­ 
ers there expressed a desire to cooper­ 
ate with America 
and 
do business 
generally with American concerns. 
“British manufacturers and inven­ 
tors are getting considerable support 
from the government. At the Air Con­ 
ference just held in London civilian 
and governmental 
reports were pro­ 
duced indicating intense 
interest in 
England concerning the development 
of airplanes commercially, not only in 
Great Britain but throughout the 
world. 
There is no fact concerning 
aviation that the British Air Ministry 
does not secure and place at the dif?* 
posal of British subjects.” 
In this country, 
certainly, there is 
nothing comparable to this European 
interest and activity in aviation. What 
the government is doing in the way of 
developing an air service as an essen­ 
tial branch of the national defense is 
probably not 
fully 
known to many 
persons, but there is no approach on. 
the part of private enterprise in this 
country to the activity which private 
enterprise in the Old World is show-' 
ing in aeronautics. More than $1,000,- 
000 worth of freight has been trans­ 
ported out of the United Kingdom this 
year in cargo planes and more than 
$2,000,000 worth of imports has been 
brought in the same way. Passenger 
air lines connect the principal cities, 
and both freight rates and passenger 
rates are far lower than one would be 
apt to suppose. 
That America should be a laggard 
in this important field of development 
is one of the surprises of the war’s aft­ 
ermaths. All the circumstances of the 
case seemed to favor the view that af­ 
ter the war America would lead the 
world in aviation and particularly in 
the adaptation of the airplane to the 
uses of peace. Yet the opposite seems 
to be the case, and no adequate ex­ 
planation suggests itself.

Paris, Dec. I.—An 
international 
council, binding together the war 
veterans’ association of the allied 
countries, was organized here 
by 
the delegations representing 
the 
United States. France, Great Bri­ 
tain, Italy, Belgium. Greece, Jugo 
Slavia and Czechoslovakia, 
and 
was joined later by Portugal, 
Po 
land and Rumania. 
The council will be composed of 
one member from each country and 
will probably meet 
in Paris as of­ 
ten as necessary. 
The 
organization 
contemplates 
membership of all national veter­ 
ans’ associations. 
The underlying idea is to 
pre­ 
serve, particularly in time of stress 
the unity that existed among* the 
allies during the war and carry on 
the comradeship in various ways, 
notably by international 
member­ 
ship cards, an international 
mem­ 
orial day and the exchanges of in 
formation respecting disabled sol­ 
diers and the window’s and child­ 
ren of soldiers. It is expected that 
the Ameiloan merorial day will be 
adopted generally.

the council will be directly repre­
